A n n u al M eetin g 
o f th e P acific C oast 
B oard Y esterday. 
S an F rancisco, September 
17th.—The 
annual session of the Pacific Coast Board 
of Commerce opened this afiernoon in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce, with 
President Samuel Ooliver of Tacoma in the 
chair and T. C. Fiiedlander officiating as 
Secretary. 
Delegates were present from Portland, 
Tacoma, Eureka, Fairhaven, Wash., A s­ 
toria, Helena. Mont., Seattle, Santa Ana, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and Pasadena. 
After the adoption of the minutes of the 
previous meeting applications for adm is­ 
sion to membership were received from 
the Seattle. Helena, Mont., and Salt Lake 
Chambers of Commerce. 
The following committee was appointed 
on credentials: I. W. Case, T. F. Osborn, 
Fred. F. Lacy, J. F. W ardner, E. W. 
Jones. 
President Collver reported that during 
the year he had been busy extending the 
scope of the Board East as far as the 
W absatch range, north to British Columbia 
and south to Mexico. 
Generally the 
Board has flourished, and to day has ex­ 
cellent prospects for growth. The history 
of the organization was reviewed very 
briefly. 
Mr. Holcom of the Produce Exchange of 
this city offered the following resolution, 
to be telegraphed to W ashington im m edi­ 
ately. It was adopted promptly: 
Resolved, T hat the Pacific Coast Board of Com­ 
m erce request our Senators and Representa­ 
tives in Congress to use their influence to so 
m odify the provisions ot the tarifl bill now 
under consideration, that it m ay not unjustly 
discrim inate against the Pacific coast m er­ 
chants. W hile three m onths is am ple tim e lor 
shipm ents m ade prior to August last to arrive 
at A tlantic ports, it is not so w ith the Pacific 
coast ports, and it would be only just aud not 
injury any one if the present tanlTshould be 
continued to coverall shipm ents prior to Au­ 
gust 1 ,1S90, w ithout regard to tim e of arrival. 
It was agreed to wire this to the Confer­ 
ence Committee of the House ot Repre­ 
sentatives. care of Congressmen Morrow 
and McKenna. 
The im portance of the 
m atter to Pacific coast importers was urged 
bv several delegates. 
E. 
B. Cushing, of Tacoma, presented a 
resolution stating that the Pacific Board of 
Commerce earnestly protests against the 
double or divided site for the Chicago 
W orld’s Fair as selected, aud calling upon 
the National Commissioners, now assem­ 
bled at Chicago, to refuse to accept such site 
in the form proposed, and asking that the 
Chair appoint a committee of three to ex­ 
press the substance of the foregoing, and 
provide for the speedy transmission of the 
same to W ashington and Chicago. 
John T. Doyle offered the following res­ 
olution on behalf of all viticultural inter­ 
ests: 
Resolved, T hat our Senators and Representa­ 
tives tie earnestly requested, by telegraph, to 
use their best efforts to have the provisions of 
the sweet wine bill restored to the pending rev­ 
enue bill. 
The Portland delegates presented a reso­ 
lution protesting against the censas of 
Oregon, and demanding a recount. In those 
counties where recounts were had already, 
there was a gain of 25 per cent, over the 
original 
figures. 
The 
resolution was 
adopted. 
Captain Chapman, of San Francisco, of­ 
fered a resolution, which was adopted, de­ 
claring that the Board indorses the Parker 
and Frye bills for the improvement of the 
merchant marine. 
W . O. Green, of Colnsa, read a paper on 
the needed improvement of the Sacramento 
liver, which obtained him the thanks of 
the meeting. It was resolved to refer the 
m atter to a committee which should pre­ 
pare a report on the needs of the whole 
coast in the m atter of river and harbor 
improvements. 
General Hopas, of Portland, read a paper 
on needed improvements in Oregon.

S ax F rancisco, September 17th.—The 
conference between Southern Pacific offi­ 
cials and representatives of the Trainm en s 
Association concluded yesterday. A com­ 
promise, which both sides say was satisfac­ 
tory, was effected. Both sides made con­ 
cessions, and the result has been a uniform 
freight and passenger schedule, to take 
effect October 1st. 
By the terms of the 
schedule passenger conductors running be­ 
tween Sacramento, Ogden, Red Bluff, Port­ 
land, Lathrop and El Paso now receiving 
$110 and $115 per month are to receive 
$125. Brakemen cn the same routes now 
receiving $70 per m onth are to receive $75, 
and baggagemen who now get $75 are to 
get $80. 
Between Oakland pier, Sacra­ 
mento,|Red Bluff and Lathrcp conductors 
now getting $110 per m onth are to have 
$120. Brakemen who now get $05 are to 
get $70, and baggagemen now receiving $70 
will, by the new order, get $75. The 
freigbtmen running between Sacramento 
and Ogden, Dunsmutr and Ashland, Ba­ 
kersfield and El Paso, are to receive : The 
conductors $100 per month, instead of $85, 
and (he brakemen $80, instead of $70. On 
all the valley lines conductors are to receive 
$95, instead of $85, and brakemen $75, in­ 
stead of $65. 
The system, which (is organized on a 
mileage basis, affects fourteen divisions; 
but while the pay schedules, as far as 
monthly wages go, are uniform, the extra 
pay, computed on a mileage method, is not 
and canuot be made so. The wages by the 
new order on the different divisions of the 
system are equalized as nearly as possible. 
It is understood the advanced wages will 
make an increase in operating expenses of 
fully $75.000annually. Grand Master W il­ 
kinson of the Trainm en's Asssociation, left 
for Ogden last night. 
The report is again current th at Mr. 
H untington, w hen he returns here the 
last of this m onth, will, 
am ong 
other 
changes, consolidate the coast division of 
iihr Southern Pacific out of existence. T his 
consolidation would be inevitable w hen the 
road connecting Santa M argarita and El- 
wood is built. 
As tbe com pany plans to

T H E O R IEN T. 


L atest N ew s P er S team er from C hina 
and Jap an . 
S an F rancisco, September 17th.—By the 
arrival of the steamer Rio de Janeiro we 
have advices from Hongkong to August 
2l8t, and from Yokohama to August 29th: 


CHINA. 
A large stretch of country in Shantung 
has been flooded by the Yellow river. 
Floods are reported from m any other 
parts. Tientsin and the 
district round 
about were inundated. Thousands are 
homeless, and many lives were lost. In 
tbe province of Chihli there are said to 
be 4,000,000 homeless, and in Shantung 
the misery is great. 
The Tientsin Railway has been stopped. 
An angry crowd, thinking that the rail­ 
way embankm ent increased the height of 
tbe water in certain districts, broke the 
embankments. The water rushed in, de­ 
stroying the Hue along a stretch of about 
ten miles. 
The breaking out of the Yellow river 
again and tbe great damage done by floods 
all over China, will, it is said, again stop 
railway progress, the Central Government 
baviug its hands too full to thiak of rail­ 
ways. 
Cholera, which has yv nraging in Japan, 
is now prevalent in Shuughai and the north, 
and several Europeans have succumbed to 
it. 
Export business at Hongkong and coast 
ports has almost come to a standstill, for 
the time being, on account of the rise in 
silver. 
The United States steamer Monocacy left 
Shanghai lor Niugpo. Chinese rowdies at 
that port are in the habit of visiting a Chi­ 
nese theater, which is an American enter­ 
prise, and refusing to pay. 
As the Chinese 
authorities do not seem able or willing to 
interfere, the Monocacy has been sent there 
to see that the interests of the American 
proprietor are protected. 


JAPAN. 
A rather gigantic scheme is on foot for 
the promotion of emigration to and colo­ 
nization in Mexico of Japanese laborers. 
Representing the projectors of the great 
railway in Mexico, Mr. Vogel, backed in 
his endeavors by Admiral Viscount Eno- 
moto, Privy Councilor and ex-Minister of 
Education, is at present in Japan exerting 
him self to indace the Government to aid 
him in sending Japanese laborers over to 
that country, not only as laborers on the 
new railway, but also as colonizers in other 
parts of South America. 
Cholera returns up to August 25th, some 
of which we give below, bring the total 
num ber of cases in the country during tbe 
present epidemic to 8,210, of which 4,862 
ended fatally. At Osaka the disease is 
spreading rapidly. The disease is reported 
to be raging severeiy at Shimonoseki. In 
Y okohama and its suburbs the latest ad­ 
vices report the total number of cases at 
188, with 123 deaths. One man died on 
the United States steamship Omaha, but 
the doctors considered it a sporadic case. 
There were no other cases of sickness on 
board. 
The sulphur m ountain at Shiridoko, 
Tenemura. 
Kitam i 
district, 
Hokkaido, 
which last year became active and has since 
4>een emitting, is reported to have again 
broken out. 
A volcanic eruption is reported as having 
taken place at Tsuchiyu-mura, Shinobu- 
gun, Futushim a-ken. Much property is 
said to have been destroyed and several 
people killed. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
On the Island of Moklam. in the Moluc- 
cus, a volcanic outburst has just taken 
place. 
A 
crater thare which had re­ 
mained so quiet since a destructive out­ 
break in December, 1861, that the country 
close by had been brought under cultiva­ 
tion, again buret into activity on the 19:h 
of June last. 
A column of smoke rose out 
of the crater to a bight of thousands of 
feet, and red hot stones 9hot alqfr to am az­ 
ing distances. The gr-iand in the neighbor­ 
hood quakes continually ever since, the 
heat around has become unbearable, and 
the asbes cast out darken the air. The in ­ 
habitants have fled from tbe island in all 
haste, bnt the loss of life among them has 
been small. 
By la9t advices the volcano 
remained active at work, and tbe old crater 
had fallen in. 
A new crater has formed 
itself on the south side.

B. Flem ing was the first witness to-day be­ 
fore tbe Raum Committee. Cooper askc-d 
if Butler Fitch had not told him that Brad­ 
ley Tanner had given the names of six or 
seven Pension Office employes who held 
refrigerator stock. 
Witness replied that Fitch had said so. 
Witness had written an article on tbe sub­ 
ject, wbich appeared in an Indianapolis 
paper, and had furnished the information 
to a St. Louis paper.

N E W IR R IG A T IO N BILL. 


T ext o f th e B ill G ran tin g R igh ts-of-W ay 
for C anal Purposes* 
W a sh in g to n, September 17th.—Follow­ 
ing is the full text of an im portant bill 
passed by the Senate yesterday, brief m en­ 
tion of which was made by the Associated 
Press: 
Right-of-way through the public lands of the 
United States is hereby granted to auy canal or 
ditch com pany formed for the pujpose ot irriga­ 
tion only, organized under the taws of anv State

It provides that in the States of Colorado, 
Montana, Idaho. North Dakota and Sonth 
Dakota, and the gold and silver regions 
of Nevada and the Territory of Utah, in ‘ 
any criminal prosecution or civil action 
by the Uoited States for trespassing on 
such public timber lands, or to the re­ 
ceiver of timDer or lumber cut thereon, 
it shall be a defense if the defendant shall 
show that such timber was cut on aDd 
removed from tbe timber lands for use in 
such State or Territory by a resident 
thereof, for agricultnral, mining, m anu­ 
facturing or domestic purposes, and has 
not beeD transported out of the same. Bnt 
nothing herein shall operate to the right 
of any railway company to cut timber on 
the public domain, provided tbat tbe Sec­ 
retary of the Interior may make suitable 
rules and regulations to carry out tbe 
provisions of .this section.

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THE QUESTION OF THIRTY DAYS' RESI­ 
DENCE IN AN ELECTION PRECINCT. 
Several of the Democratic papers are 
declaring that the Supreme Court has not 
derided that the removal of an elector 
from his precinct within thirty days prior 
to the election disqualifies him from vot­ 
ing. 
’ 
There is a distinct, and it is clear, also, 
a vicious purpose iu making this claim. 
The scheme in the place of its origination 
is intended to confuse electors and prepare 
the way for disqualifying as many Re­ 
publican voters as possible. Democrats are 
to be secretly instructed not to move from 
one precinct to another on or after October 
4th or prior to November 5th, while Re­ 
publicans are to be encouraged to believe 
that a man cannot lose his right to vote in 
one precinct until he has gained the right 
to vote in another. 
To give some color to this position it is 
boldly asked that an agreed case be made 
and sent up to the Supreme Court, since, 
it is held, that reference hy the Supreme 
Court to this point in Russell vs. McDow­ 
ell, 83 Cal. Reps., was dictum only, and 
that no issue of that character was directly 
passed upon. 
Now as a matter of fact the point was 
emphatically decided; it was one of the 
chief foundations of the judgment. The 
treatment of it by the Supreme Court was 
not dictum, but decision. Of this fact the 
text itself is sufficient evidence, and be­ 
sides we know that the Supreme Court so 
intended the decision to be received. 
Under that decision, therefore, if an 
elector removes from his precinct on the 
30th day, or later, prior to election, and 
into another precinct, he will not be en­ 
titled to vote at the election. There must 
be made no mistake about this, for it is the 
law, and it is a wise provision and con­ 
ducive of honesty of conduct of elections 
and of expression at the polls, that 
one can neither cote in a precinct from which 
he has removed within thirty days prior to the 
ejection, nor in the new precinct into which lie 
has mucd until he has resided there thirty 
days. 
The decision of the Supreme Court com­ 
pletely destroys the popular belief that the 
voter retains his qualification in one pre­ 
cinct until he gains an elector’s rights in 
another. The case referred to was one in 
which it was c'aimed, among other things, 
that voters had been ali wed to cast bal­ 
lots who had not resided in the election 
precinct for the whole time of thirty days 
preceding election. It was replied that 
the negative proof that a voter had not 
lived on one particular lot the whole thirty 
days did not justify the assumption of his 
having left the precinct, since he might 
move from ne lot to another many times 
over in the same precinct. But, it was 
added, even if that contention is held not 
good, there is a provision of the Political 
Code which reads: 
1239. A person must not be held, by reason of 
having moved from one precinct to another, in 
the same county, within thirty days prior to the 
election, to have lost his residence in the pre­ 
cinct so moved from, provided he was an elector 
therein on the thirtieth day prior to such elec­ 
tion. 
The Supreme Court at that point in the 
argument interposes its voice, and it says: 
The provision of the Political Code referred 
to was sound under the old Constitution, 
but is valueless under the Constitution of 
1879. The reasons for this holding are 
very clear. Section 1, Article 11 of the 
Constitution of 18112 provides that the cit­ 
izen claiming the right to vote must have 
been a re; ident of the State six months next 
preceding the election, and of the county or 
di strict thirty days. In the Constitution of 
1879 it is provided that the citizen claim­ 
ing the right to vote] must have been a 
resident of the State one year next preced­ 
ing the election, of the county ninety days, 
and of the election precinct thirty days. 
Now, says the Supreme Court, under the 
Constitution 
we 
have 
three 
prere­ 
quisites imperatively necessary to qual­ 
ify one to exercise the right of a voter 
on election day, to w it: Residence in the 
State one year prior thereto, in the 
county ninety days, and in the election 
precinct where the citizen proposes to 
vote, for thirty days next preceding the 
election. And the Court adds: ‘‘It is 
just as essential a qualification that one 
should have resided in the precinct thirty 
days prior to election as in the State a 
year.” 
E l imination of the debates of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention emphasizes this 
ruling of the Supreme Court. It was the 
intention of the framers of the organic 
law that every man who removes from his 
precinct within thirty days prior to elec­ 
tion, shall for that election be forbidden 
to vote. If it is exclaimed that this 
works hard-hips here and there, it is re- , 
plied that it certainly does. But it was 
the intention of the builderi of the Con­ 
stitution that such should be the law, in j 
order to give certainty to the registers of 
precincts; to conserve honesty in the ballot 
box by preventing “repeating” and “colon­ 
izing.” 
T int the law has not to this date been 
enforced with 3trietness, is confessed, but 
since the Supreme Court, so late as Febru- , 
ary, 1890, has held as we have quoted, 
there should be no more laxity in this 
matter. I.et it be clearly set before the J 
jifople hy the fair-minded press, that 


thirty days residence in the precinct prior 
to election is an absolute necessity to 
secure the right to vote, and that removal 
of residence from an election precinct on 
or after October 4th of this year, disables 
an elector from voting at the general elec­ 
tion in November. 
Medical Advance deplores the weakness 
and shortsightedness of humanity in prais­ 
ing physicians to the skies who treat in a

That is not to be wondered at. It is the 
sense of danger that makes us thankful for 
the rescue from it. But where we are 
prevented by skill from running into dan­ 
ger we are apt to think that, after all, the 
ill might not have come upon us. We 
know of the case of a merchant of this city 
who will never cease berating his physi­ 
cian for giving him an especially distaste 
ful medicine by deceit, one that for some 
time disordered his stomach and gave him 
a glimpse of the horrors of dyspepsia. 
Yet it is perfectly well known to the med­ 
ical faculty and to others that had not the 
family doctor “thrown” the man just at 
the time he did, and thus withdrawn him 
a pace from business, the patient would 
have soon been the victim of a terrible 
atHiction, most likely mental and probably 
incurable. If physicians had more cour 
age of this order, and made preventive 
medicine of the heroic order more their 
practice, tlnv would more benefit the 
world. Trilt, it is to be admitted that 
they would receive more curses, less coin 
and fewer plaudits—but, then, for what 
are they doctors ?

THE BRIGHTON TRaGEDY, 


DETAILS GIVEN AT THE CORONER'S 
INQUEST LAST EVENING. 


THE ELECTRIC ROAD. 
A uotlier W rangle Over the Provisions of 
the Franchise. 
A special meeting of the Board of City 
Trustees, called by the Mayor, was held 
yesterday morning. 
The object of the meeting was toconsider 
the matter of amending the electric rail­ 
way franchise, so that it would be accept­ 
able to the present owners of the road, as 
well as Mr. Henry. Grove L. Johnson, 
Albert Johnson, E. K. Alsip and L, L. 
Lewis were the interested parties present. 
Mr. Alsip addressed the Board and urged 
them to amend the franchise as had been 
requested at Monday’s meeting. The posi­ 
tion of the owners of the road was fully 
explained at that time, and it was shown 
how great their risk would be should they 
give up their old bonds and accept new 
ones. Mr. Alsip thought the proposition 
that the Courts be allowed to review the 
action of the Board was a very fair one. 
Albert M. Johnson, as attorney for Mr. 
Henry, said that almost any amendment 
that would suit the proprietors of the road 
would be acceptable to his client, but un­ 
less the former were satisfied with the 
amendment they would not sell the fran­ 
chise, and there would be no electric road. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he did not be­ 
lieve in taking aii power oat of the hands 
of the Board and leaving it to the Courts. 
The Trustees were elected to guard the 
people’s property, and they ought to have 
immediate control over ail franchise mat­ 
ters. He a’.s j considered that the meeting 
was not a legal one, us no official notice 
had bean given to himself or Mr. Wolf. 
Mayui Comstock read the following pro­ 
posed amendment, which he said would 
be satisfactory to all parties if the Board 
passed it; 
Ordinance 265 is hereby amended as follows: 
Alter the words “upon which said poles are 
erected” insert the following: “And provided, 
further, that the action of the Board shall be 
subject to review by the proper Courts, and the 
c.i y shall Dot have the right to remove nor to 
compel the removal of such poles if it shall ap­ 
pear to tuca Courts that the use and mainte­ 
nance of said system is not unsafe or dauger- 
ous." 
Trustees McLaughlin aud Wolf objected 
to the amendment, and another was read 
which provided that the words '’annul” 
and "this ordinance and” be stricken out 
of the original fr.nehise. This was satis­ 
factory to all the members of the Board 
and it was passed unanimously. 
Trustees Wolf and McLaughlin could 
not be prevailed upon to grant the first 
amendment asked and the Board ad­ 
journed. 
Mr. Alsip remark*! that the amend­ 
ment passed was not what the owners 
waDted, and they did not propose to cloud 
the title to their property. 
NOBODY COMPLAINING. 
Chief Drew’s Answer to the Mayor Re­ 
garding Gambling. 
Mayor Comstock became alarmed over 
the insinuations made by Trustees Wolf 
and McLaughlin at the meeting yesterday, 
to the eflect that he (the Mayor) was at the 
head of the police department and could 
stop gambling in town if he was at all in­ 
clined to do so. 
Immediately after the adjournment of 
the Board, the Mayor went'over to the Po­ 
lice Station, and finding Judge Buckley and 
Chief Drew there, he called a special meet­ 
ing of the Board of Police Commissioners. 
He began by saving that many people in 
town were continually accosting him and 
asking why the police did not stop the 
gambling that was in progress. He began 
to feel uncomfortable and had an idea that 
the people might possibly go so far as to 
suspect that he was “in” with the viola­ 
tors of the law. He wanted it understood 
that he was at all times nntriendly to gam­ 
bling, and never indulged in it’as a past­ 
time. He said there was evidence that all 
kinds of unlawful games were being run, 
and wheels ot fortune, rondo lables and 
other chance games stared a person in the 
face at all sides. 
The block he lived in 
was, he understood, one of the worst in 
town, and almost carried away by gam­ 
blers. This, he considered, looked very 
bad for himself from the fact that he lived 
in the midst of gambling. He asked Chief 
Drew if he thought the officers were doing 
their dntv. 
The Chief said that he believed the offi­ 
cers were doing what they considered their 
duty. So far no complaints bad been made 
8t the Police Station against the gamblers, 
end he thought that if the people were 
bothered they had better prefer their 
charges against the law violators. 
The Mayor named a dozen places where, 
he said, gambling was going on at full 
blast, and he did not see why the officers 
were not investigatinga little more closely. 
Judge Buckley had nothing to say, be­ 
yond remarking that he had simply 
beard that unlawful gaming was in pro­ 
gress. 
“Well, so you think the officers will do 
their duty, do yon, Chief?" asked the 
Mavor. 
“I do," wss the answer, and the Mayor 
said he guessed the meeting bad better ad­ 
journ. 
Police Court Jots. 
Is the Police Court yesterday William 
Heallv was examined on a charge of as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon, preferred by J. 
T. Gore, the man whom Heally struck in 
the head about three weeks ago becau-e he 
refused to give him a watermelon. All of 
the testimony was heard, but it was agreed 
to withhold the verdict until Monday. 
The case of Wm. Casey, charged with 
battery, was dismissed. 
James Abbott, charged with battery by 
his wife, had his case continued until to­ 
day.

Menke Was Not Shot in the Head—The 
Jury Finds an Ordinary 
Verdict.

Coroner Clark held an inquest last eve­ 
ning in the case of Antone R. Menke. the 
young man who was shot about two miles 
east of Brighton, on the Folsom road, last 
Monday evening, in a difficulty between 
himself and John J. Glacken, and an em­ 
ploye of the latter. 
The jury sworn to hear the evidence were 
James W. Peerless, James H. James, C. P 
Evaus, J. S. George, Thos. Kiikpatrick, 
Patrick Gurren, Samuel A. Wolfe, Henry 
Rogers, Joseph Hop’ey and John Taffe. 
Constable Wm. Fey was the first witness 
sworn. He wrs working, he said, in a hop- 
baru, when he heard pistol shots, and run­ 
ning ont to the road, be saw Menke, 
Glacken and Fisher, the hired man, lying 
in the dust. Menke was lying on his back 
with his hat covering his face, and the 
other two men were lying on their sides. 
Mer ke’ffshirl was burning near his left 
shouider. and he was dead. His pistol was 
in his right hand and four of the chambers 
were empty. Glacken's pistol was in his 
pocket, aud upon examining it, two of the 
cartridges were found to have been ex­ 
ploded. Fisher's pistol was in his hip 
pocket and none of the chambers were 
empty. Fisher s'a’.ed that Menke com­ 
menced the shooting. 
Jeddy Harlow testified that lie was in­ 
formed of the shooting almost immediately 
after it had taken place, and he hurric-d to 
the scene. Glacken was walking across 
the road with his hands upon his stomach. 
He called out to witness to get a doctor, 
that he had been shot. Fisher made the 
remark, “I got the first shot " 
Witness 
went after Dr. Manlove, as Glacken had 
requested. 
William Garvey swore that he was 
s'auding on a hop mound when he beard 
the shots fired aud saw the smoke of the 
pistols. He hurried to the scene and first 
saw Fisher standing up with his hands 
pressed i gainst bis stomach. 
Glacken 
and Menke were lying in the read. 
Thomas O’Brien said he happened to be 
on Murphy’s ranch when he heard the 
shots. Just before this, however, he no­ 
ticed Tony Menke, the deceased, sitting in 
his cart on the road. Giacken and Fisher 
had gotten out of their buggy and were 
standing in the road to one side of Menke's 
cart. All three were talking in an ordi­ 
nary tone of voice and witness paid no 
attention to what they were saying. This 
was about ten tuinuies to six o'clock in the 
evening, and the shots were fired a few 
minutes afterwards. 
Constable Fey wss re called and he 
stated that when he arrived on the scene 
be saw a linen duster in the middle of the 
road It must have belonged to Glacken, 
for witness saw him wearing one a short 
time bef jre the shooting. 
Deputy Coronc-r Clark then read Fisher’s 
statement as published yesterday. 
The following certificate from County 
Physician White, who held a post mortem 
examination on the body of the deceased, 
was read: 
This is to certify that with the assistance of 
Drs. Wiard and Farramore, I have this dav 
held on au’opsical examination upon the body 
of Antone Menke, deceased. 
Two bullet wounds were found upon the 
body. One bullet passed through the upper 
end of the tibia two inches below the knee 
joint and was extracted from the back of the 
leg.The other bullet passed through the fleshy 
part of the left arm near the shoulder, ranged 
slivhtly downwards, backwards and to the 
right, splintering the founh rib: in its passage 
it traversed the ieftiung, wounded a pulmonary 
blood-vessel and buried itself in one of the 
vertebra of the spinal co umn. 
lh e left cavity of the chest was filled with 
blood. This wound was necessarily fatal. 
The statement of John J. Glacken, as 
published in the R ecord Union, was also 
read. 
The jury then retired, and after about 
ten minutes' deliberation returned a ver­ 
dict to the eflect that the deceased, Antone 
Richard Menke, was shot by John J. 
Glacken, and that death resuited from a 
pistol-shot wound in the left side near the 
shoulder.

TOBOGA BILL. 


O ne 
o f 


town, hut in the center is a fertile spot in­ 
habited by several thousand people. 
It is 
known as W urnu, and is the residence of 
Umuru, K ing of the Mussulmans of the 
Soudan. 
The place is protected by a 
mas.-ive w ail of sun-dried bricks plastered 
w ith mud. 
Before the western wall, that 
is the most open 
to attack from any 
enem y, is a deep ditch. 
The strength of 
the Soudan - martial forces is in the cav­ 
alry, and at all the towns the principal 
defense is laid out to prevent a surprise by 
horsemen. 
T he gateways to the towns are conspicu­ 
ous by the forts which guard them, as well 
as by the sight of people passing in and 
out. One of these, the Kofa-n-Eima, from 
which starts the road to Kano, a commer­ 
cial center of these regions, appears pro­ 
tected by a massive, square-built and flat 
roofed tower, with a door formed of thick, 
roughly-cut [dunks, and covered with iron 
plates. 
A leafv, wide-spreading sycamore 
on the outside forms a lounging ground for 
the idlers of the town. 
There is but little doing at Wurnu in 
the middle of the day, as it is then so hot 
that but frw venture from the shade of 
their house-. 
European visitors are few, 
but when they do call they will be met by 
a company 
if fierce Bedouin horsemen, 
who will ga op about w ith shrill cries and 
frantic bran dishing of weapons as though 
about to annihilate the stranger. 
But 
this is only a demonstration of friendship 
and should 
use no apprehension. 
Then 
w ill come a band of musicians, playing 
tom-toms and huge trumpets several feet 
long, followed by a mounted nobleman 
bearing an official welcome 
from the 
Sultan. 
TL ? visitor w ill then be escorted 
to quarters especially prepared, with food 
and drink in plenty. 
T he Sultan is hos­ 
pitality itself, and the ceremony gone 
through is but an expression of his good 
w ill. 
Wurnu h is no streets in the real mean­ 
ing of the v. rd, the whole inclosure with­ 
in the walls i cing divided into courts in­ 
stead, the huts and houses being in these. 
W inding paths are the only ways of travel 
between the courts, and these are often 
blocked by piles of refuse. 
Most o f the 
houses have walls of red clay and flat 
roofs, with pipes to run the rain off. 
An 
occasional building w ill have a painted 
roof, and in p'ace of the customary square 
doorway will have an entrance shaped like 
a horseshoe. 
During the morning and 
late in the afternoon, when the people get 
out to transact their business, they sit in 
picturesque groups iu 
the shade, bicker­ 
ing over a trad e, discussing the merits of 
various articles and gossiping about cur­ 
rent events. 
It is not unusual to see men 
engaged in embroidering clothing. Strange 
as it may seem, theJSoudan women do not 
attempt work of this kind, leaving it en­ 
tirely to the male sex. 
A prominent feature of Soudanese life is 
the horse. 
It is the pride of the owner, 
and the anim al’s appearance anif trappings 
are given more attention than any other 
one thing. 
Only stallions are used for 
riding, and they are vicious as a rule. 
They are trained for quick charges and 
sudden slop . 
It is the ambition of every 
rider to make his beast prance and plunge 
about, and to stim ulate such action the 
bits are of a tortuous make, calculated to 
fret and worry tlie most stupid brute. The 
bridles are ringed with bits of bright brass, 
little bells, :a--els and sm all leather pen­ 
dants of different colors, with reins of 
plaited leather. 
The saddles are ponder­ 
ous but magnificent creations. 
Colors of 
crimson, bine and gold are preferred, and 
velvets, gold lace and fringes are used al­ 
most without end. 
Before and behind 
the rider are pummels a foot high, making 
it difficult for him to mount or dismount 
without help. 
The stirrups are in keep­ 
ing, polished brass work predominating. 
In their dr-— the standing of the wearer 
regulates the quantity and quality of the 
material. 
A nobleman’s trousers are made 
in the shape of a sack twelve feet broad 
and two feet deep. 
A t the lower corners 
are holes to put the feet through. 
W hen 
pfit on, the sack is drawn in to the waist at 
the top with a string, so that the legs are 
swathed in the folds o f the great bag that 
is commonly covered with intricate pat­ 
terns of embroidery. 
Over the trousers is 
the gown ; that is also a gigantic sack 
w ith a slit for the head and holes for the 
arms. 
The extra cloth is drawn up in 
folds and hung from the shoulders. 
The 
face, when _o;ng away from the house, is 
covered partially with a white or blue 
cloth known as the “litham .” 
This pre­ 
vents the d o t, always blowing in clouds, 
from entering the nose and month. 
On 
the head is worn a voluminous turban. 
W hite is the popular color for dress, with 
blue for a change. 
Cleanliness is a char­ 
acteristic. 
Yards are kept swept, cooking 
utensils and di-lies carefully washed, and 
soap and w Per freely and often used in 
the ablution of the body and clothing. 
U nlike m -t 
Mohammedan 
trihes, the 
Soudanese re thrifty and industrious, with 
no heavy tasks laid on the women. , Num ­ 
bers of the men are skillful workers in 
brass, and 
'.rns finished with 
)>eautiful 
Moorish designs are plenty. 
The other 
principal fi rms of work in this metal are 
trays and 1 -wls. 
These are all hammered 
out of bras- rods. 
Among the women can be seen all var­ 
illes o f face and tiguje, from 
the copper- 
colored F illani, with slender, lithe figure, 
well-shaped face and positive beautiful 
eyes, to the shapeless form, black skin, 
ugly face and muddy eyes of the lowest 
negro type. 
They are all dressed alike, 
with a "lower lurke<U or cloth around the 
waist, hanging to the ankles, a second sheet 
wound round the Ikj tv under the armpits, 
and a third worn in the varied modes of a 
shawl on the head and shoulder. 
The 
hair is gathered into a solid ridge of grease 
and hair, which extends from the brow to 
the nape of the neck, som ething after the 
manner of the crest of a helm et. 
From 
each temple hangs a kind ?>f stiff love-lock. 
T he ankles are adorned with enormously 
heavy anklets of solid brass, the bar being 
little short of an inch and a lialf in thick­ 
ness, the end- ornamented with neatly 
made polvgonal beads. 
N othing better 
finished could be turued out of an European 
workshop. 
Rimnd the waist are placed 
several more brass bracelets, not so expan­ 
sively made, but collectively so heavy that 
to ease their artns the wearers are fre-

th e L a test F ish Stories from 
Southern W aters. 
A recent visit to Panama, now become 
familiar to every man, woman and child 
throughout the land through the stupen­ 
dous frauds of the management of its 
would-be inter-oceanic canal, has brought 
to mind the story of Toboga B ill, an enor­ 
mous shark which for many years in ­ 
habited the waters of Panama bay,' bul 
which has been missing for the last de­ 
cade.

Peter was head lighterman for a number 
of years in Panama Bay for the Panama 
Railway Company, and it was his duty to 
get the cargo lighters to and fro between 
the railway wharf and the steamers out 
in the bay. 
One day he was working a 
lighter out to a steamer, which was to sail 
in a hour, when the wind fell light. 
A 
passing tug ottered him a tow, but being 
an old-tim e salt he declined the tow w ith­ 
out thanks, and worked away at his lug- 
sail, shifting it from one side to the other 
in the vain hope of catching more wind. 
F inally the wind failed entirely, and poor 
old Peter was left two miles from the 
steamer in great distress. 
W hile bemoaning his luck and trying 
to think of some expedient by which he 
could get his cargo to the steamer before 
she sailed, he spied Toboga B ill swimmiug 
quietly alongside, looking knowingly up 
into his face. 
H e had been in the habit 
of feeding this shark on liis trips across 
the bay. and thought, of course, the mon­ 
ster had come for a meal, so he proceeded 
to swear at him lustily for bothering him 
at such an inopportune time.

Upon this point the house mother must 
insist. 
Even if her husband w ill not con­ 
form to her wishes in this regard, she 
should require from servants and children 
a certain amount of propriety in serving 
the meal and decorum in its discussion. 
After seeing that the dinuer is punctually 
served, and that the courses follow one an­ 
other promptly, she should herself set the 
example of deliberate eating, and should 
strive, by the introduction of interesting 
subjects, to encourage the pleasant chat 
that is a potent aid to digestion. 
It will 
cost an eflbrt to do this when she is weary 
and harassed by household worries, but 
she will enjoy her own meal more if her 
mind is, by any agreeable means, dis­ 
tracted for a little while from her cares.—

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ELECTRIC FLASHES. 


C o n d en sed T eleg ra p h ic D isp a tch es from 
A ll F a rts o f th e W orld. 
Ex-Governor Charles Foster was nomi­ 
nated by acclamation in the Eighth Repub­ 
lican Congressional District of Ohio yester­ 
day. 
Richard Weber, driver of an El Dorado 
Brewery wagon, was arrested at Stockton 
yesterday for running over and killing a 
Chinaman. 
From Granada reports come that the fire 
in the Alhambra Palace was the work of 
thieves to screen the theft of works of art 
in the palace. The damage amounted to 
$50,000. 
The two-storv dwelling of W. S. Low- 
den of Weaverville was totally destroyed 
by fire Tuesday night. The origin is un­ 
known. The loss is about $5,000; no in­ 
surance. 
The suspension of R. Gardner Chase & 
Company, bankers and brokers of Boston, 
is announced. Jas. T. Phelps, the assignee, 
Bays: ‘‘The liabilities are $2,000,000.'’ A 
bank President said: “I don’t think any 
bank will be affected. I think it is an hon­ 
orable failure.” 
Hot weather has increased the number 
of cholera victims in Toledo and Valencia, 
Spain, and caused the appearance of the 
disease in many villagf s in Albacete, Ali­ 
cante. Castellón de La Plana, Taragona 
and Toledo. The epidemic is attacking 
the upper classes. Most of the victims are 
women and children. 
The stevedores and dock laborers of Mel­ 
bourne. Australia, have struck. Loading 
the mail and other steamers has been sus­ 
pended. Western colliers will obey the 
order to stop work, but do not approve of 
it. One hundred steamers have been fully 
manned. The employers assert that they 
can dispense with the labor of the union­ 
ists. 
The African slavery proclamation has 
been signed by the German commanders 
of the respective stations. The brokers’ 
house is now full of slaves. The rule hav­ 
ing been established under the German 
license permits them to recover runaways. 
This will lead to more kidnaping of free 
natives. News of the proclamation has 
spread over the whole coast. The traffic 
has revived to an extent unknown for 
thi'ty years. 
Wrarren Treat, a prominent fruit-grower 
on the Rio Bonito, four miles east of Biggs 
took a dynamite stick, to which he had 
attached a fuse, and went to the Feather 
river, intending to kill fish. He lighted 
the fuse, intending to hold it until it 
burned within an inch of the cartridge. 
The fuse burned farther than he expected, 
and exploding, tore bis right hand off at 
the wrist. His body was badly powder- 
burned and his clothes were torn to shreds. 
The 
doctors 
amputated the mutilated 
stump at the wrist joint. 


R A IL R O A D CIRCLES. 


Semi-Annual Meeting of General Fassen- 
senger ami Ticket Agents. 
Denver, September 16th.—The delegates 
to the semi-annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Association of General Passenger and 
Ticket Agents arrived here this morniDg 
on a special 
Chicago, 
Burlington and 
Ouincv train of Pullman sleepers, in charge 
of General Passenger Agent P. S. Eustace. 
The meeting was cailed to order in the 
c’ub-room of the Albany Hotel at 11 o’clock 
by Vice President McCormick, of the Cin­ 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railway. 
There were about sixty members 'who 
answered to the roll-call, among wbotn 
were : S. K. Hooper, of the Denver and Rio 
Grande; John Sebastin, of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific; C. W. Ruggles, of 
the Michigan Central; John Francis, of the 
Burlington and Missouri : C. P. Lee, of the 
Colorado M idland; F. Chandler, of the 
Wabash ; James Charlton, ot the Alton ; 
Geo. Ady, of the St. Paul Railway : G. H. 
Daniels, of the New York Central, and A. 
J. Smith, of the Lake Shore and Michigan. 
The first thing taken up was the unfin­ 
ished business from the last meeting of the 
Association. 
A committee was appointed to meet a 
committee from the American Railway 
Accounting Officers’ Association, for the 
purpose of adopting some uniform scheme 
of numbering and handling prepaid tickets 
and to arrange a general plan of adjust­ 
ment of accounts between the road9. The 
matter was discussed at length, but as the 
committee was not prepared to report, the 
matter was placed in the hands ot another 
committee, with instructions to confer with 
the accounting officers at the next meeting. 
The committee appointed on a telegraph 
code was not ready to report, and as many 
of the roads have their own code, it was 
decided that it was not advisable to prepare 
a code for gene: a’ use, and the committee 
was discharged. 
The reading of the annual address of 
Vice-President McCormick was listened to 
with the greatest interest. It was upon 
the subject of advertising. 
General Passenger Agents Lee and Ady, 
who have charge of the entertainment tor 
the party, announced the programme for 
the coming week. It consists of a banquet 
to-morrow night, and excursions to every 
place of interest in the State and to Salt 
Lake City. 
In response to an invitation from the 
Governor of Nebraska, and the officials of 
the city oí Lincoln, the Association re­ 
solved to make a stop of a few hours at 
Lincoln, Neb., on the return trip, Septem­ 
ber 26th, to accept the hospitalities of the 
city of Lincoln, and pay the respects of the 
Association to the Governor and other 
State officers.

Messrs. Ruggles, Barton and Sebastian 
were appointed orators for the next meet­ 
ing, which will be held in San Francisco. 
Adjourned sine die. The visitors are at­ 
tending the Tabor Grand Opera House in a 
body to-night. 


T H E W O RLD'S F A IR . 


T h e R eport D efin ing th e P ow ers and D u­ 
tie s o f th e C om m ission A d op ted. 
Chicago, S ptember 16th.—The National 
World s Fair Commission to-day adopted 
the report of the committee to define the 
powers and duties of the Commissioners, 
without change, after consideraele discus­ 
sion. The clause which created the most 
debate was this : “Among the original and 
exclusive powers of the Commission may 
be named the power to allot space for ex­ 
hibitors; prepare the classification of ex 
hibits; determine the plan and scope of 
the Exposition; appoint all judges and ex­ 
aminers for the Exposition; award all 
premiums, and generally to have charge of 
all intercourse with the exhibitors and 
representatives of foreign nations.” 
The alternates from the varioas States 
feel that they are not meeting with the 
proper recognition from the Commission, 
and this afternoon after adjournment held 
a meeting to talk over tneir grievances. 
President Palmer explained to them that 
they had no duties or emoluments except 
in the absence of their respective princi­ 
pals, and in that event they would be 
called on to act, and be paid for such ser­ 
vice. This was not entirely satisfactory.

The 
report aw ards the first-prize to Sacram ento, 
th e second to Colusa, the third to H u m ­ 
boldt, and the fourth to Yolo. 
T he com m ittee consisted of H on. B. F. 
Langford of San Joaquin, A lvinza H ay­ 
w ard of A iam eda, W 
S. H obart ol San 
Francisco. H on. L. J. Rose of Los Angeles, 
and F. E W hitney of A lam eda. 
T hese aw ards will doubtless m eet w ith 
general approval. 
No person w ho has ex­ 
am ined the exhibitions m ade by th e sev­ 
eral counties this year could have arrived 
at any other conclusion. /T h a t Sacram euto 
county has done herself great credit, aud 
deserves the honor accorded her, there can 
be no doubt. W hile her ex h ib it is confiued 
chiefly to agricultural products, it is such a 
grand one th at it cannot fail to excite the 
adm iration of all. 
It was gotten up under 
th e direction of the various Granges of the 
county—as represented in P om ona G range 
—and th e selections of fruits, vegetables, 
grain, dairy products, etc., as well as their 
arrangem ents by the various com m ittees, 
reflects credit on the judgm ent and taste of 
th e ladies and gentlem en who assum ed the 
arduous ta-k. 
T he M anaging C om m ittee was composed 
of Sberifl M cM ullen, Supervisor Greer and 
A. A. K rull. the latter having im m ediate 
charge of the arrangem ent ot the exhibit.

THE MUSICAL ATTRACTION. 
If there were no other attraction at the 
Pavilion, the fact th at Liberati’s fam ous 
m ilitary band plays there every evening 
should serve to till thespacious edifice each 
night. 
T he band plays, o f course, under 
circum stances th a t tend to m ar the fiDer 
effects attem pted, since th e noise of m a­ 
chinery a n d ' the tram p of thousands of 
people m ake it n ext to im possible to ob­ 
serve accurately those dynam ic laws that 
give to orchestration so m uch of its charm . 
B ut such is th e adm irable drill of the 
instrum entalists, and the skill of Liberati 
as director, that th e great body of m usi­ 
cians appear to be unm oved by the envi­ 
ro n m en t of noise. 
Of course, th e selections 
are chosen and played w ith th e surround­ 
ings taken into account, so th at piano pas­ 
sages are few, and a strong and m artial 
vigor characterizes the instrum entation, so 
th at the band is heard to an advantage, as 
th e appreciative applause given the leading 
num bers testifies. 
The band pieces are piccolo, flute, two E 
Hat clarinets, ten B 
flat clarinets, one 
oboe, two base clarinets, tw o bassoons, one 
contra bassoon, four saxophones, four cor­ 
nets, two trum pets, tbree French horns, 
one euphonium , one baritone, one tenor 
horn, four slide trom bones, fonr tubas, 
side drum , bass drum and tym panis. 
T he result of this com bination of forces, 
th e instrum ents representing only skilled 
players, and m any of them tine soloists, is 
an exceedingly well balanced 
body of 
m usicians, a body the tone of w hich is 
round and pow erful, and whose w ork is 
careful and precise. 
It is a band sym pa­ 
thetic wi h the conductor's spirit, and 
hence effective, for Liberati in directing is 
all life, action, spirit, and becomes w holly 
absorbed by th e them e in hand. 
L iberati’s band is entitled, in our judg­ 
m ent, to special credit for its power, its 
vigorous quality, the intelligent m usical 
taste of its m em bers and its absolute pre­ 
cision. 
It is clear to the practical hearer 
th a t it does not lack in th e refinem ent and 
elegance needed in dealing w ith the clas­ 
sical in concert, w here the surroundings 
would perm it of delicacy of touch and fine 
shading. 
As a cornet soloist Liberati is a m asterly 
player. 
H is tonguine is very fine, aud 
though not entirely faultless, his playing 
is a delight to the auditory sense and 
aw akens em otions th at dem onstrate the 
skill and feeling ot the player. 
It is. at 
tim es, im aginative playing and the soloist 
th en seems about to depart from scores 
an d com posers and to revei in the im pro­ 
visation of a delightful babel of sparkling 
aud brilliaut sonnets and w onderful m elo­ 
dies. 
Miss E len Parepa, th e band’s soprano 
soloist, sang last evening a beautiful m id ­ 
dle register song, “ The Soldier's Bride, 
composed 
by her 
teacher 
in English 
opera, M adam e A delina M urio Celli 
It 
w as snug w ith great bravery, and those 
fortunate enough to be near the m usic 
stand heard a young, strong and pure 
soprano voice handled w ith perfect ease 
an d distinguished by feeling and an intel­ 
ligent appreciation on th e part of the 
singer of the them e. 
Miss Parepa creates 
a very fav- rabie im pression and im presses 
one as a singer of m uch sensibility, w ith a 
fair m easure of d ram atic quality and a 
staying, sweet and resonant voice. 
She is 
a native of Boston, is of G erm an parent­ 
age and was educated at Raff Conservatory 
o f M usic at F rankfort on th e M ain. 
Such is the m usical com bination that is 
so strong an attraction ju st now at the P a­ 
vilion. 
T he m atinee concert yesterday 
afternoon was well attended, and as there 
was less noise, no m achinery running, the 
band was able to introduce som ething m ore 
of delicacy in its playing.

be given on Saturday.

fore it was declared no race, but w ould be 
run off after the other races had been con­ 
cluded. 
T he decision was received w ith cheers by 
all except those who had pools on Peel. 
A little later it was announced from the 
judges' stand th at all pools that bad been 
sold on the race up to th at tim e w ere de­ 
clared off 
Jam es Shelton at once resigned his posi­ 
tion as starter, and C. S. C rittenden o f San 
Francisco was assigned to th a t duty.

A HORRIBLE DEED. 
A Father Kills Two of His Daughters and 
Then Himself. 
Portsmouth (N. H.), September 17th. 
A most a*ful tragedy occurred here to­ 
night. and th« city is in a fever of excite­ 
ment. Fred H. J. Hein, a cooper, aged 45 
blew out bis brains, after having killed 
two of his daughters and probably fatally 
wounded a third and a man whom he 
suspected of having done him a great 
wrong. 
Several month’s ago Hein’s wife left 
him. and, it is reported, she has been un­ 
faithful. ' Her name bas been connected 
with Charts W. Tavlor. a well-known 
hardware merchaut. Since she left, Hein’s 
three daugnters, the eldest of whom is bnt 
fifteen, bas been keeping house for him. 
Recently, it has been reported, that the 
eldest of the girls, Carrie, became wayward. 
This, with other trouble, prayed upon 
Hein's mind, until to night, when he evi­ 
dently determined to end all bis trouoles. 
He went to Taylor’s residence at 7:30, 
and as the man was entering the house 
shot him twice in the back. Taylor is still 
alive, but very low. While able to con­ 
verse be said he did not know what 
prompted Hein to shoot him. 
After the shooting of Taylor Hein hur­ 
ried to bis own house, and soon after the 
Eeople m the vicinity were alarmed at 
earing several pistol shots. Immediately 
afterward Maud, a 13 year old daughter, 
ran out ct the house and fell upon the 
sidewalk. 
The neighbors went to her assistance and 
she said her father had shot her. She was 
quickly removed to the nospital,and it was 
found that one bullet had gone through 
her face, another through the stomach and 
another the bio. She cannot live. 
When the. officers ahd neighbors entered 
Hein's house the kitchen presented an 
awfnl sight, everything being smeared with 
blood. Just outside the door lay Carrie, 
the eldest girl, with a bullet through 
her brain. Across her form lay Bertoa, 
the youngest daughter. She was uncon­ 
scious, aod expired in fifteen minutes, the 
bullet having entered her head behind the 
left ear. 
As the officers entered the front room 
they fonnd the dead body of Hein stretched 
on the floor with a bullet through his tem­ 
ple. fired by his own hand. 
The people are wrought up to a high 
pitch of excitement. 
COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 
President Palmer Announces the Selec- 
- tiou of the Executive Committee. 
Chicago, September 17th.—The World's 
Fair Commission met this morning. Presi­ 
dent Palmer announced the selection of the 
Executive Committee. 
This committee 
will name the Director General, and, by 
virtue of its position, will no doubt be ac­ 
cepted by the Commission, without opposi­ 
tion, as named. 
The commit;ee is as follows : McDonald, 
of California : Kearns, of Missouri; Exall, 
of Texas, and Widener, of Pennsylvania, 
Commissioners a' large ; Harris, of Vir­ 
ginia; Sewell, of New Jersey: Smalley, of 
VermoD*: Martindale, of Indiana; Thatch­ 
er, of New York; EwiDg, of Illinois; 
King,of Iowa; Clapp, of Ohio; McLaws, 
of Georgia; Breed, of Massachusetts; 
Martin, of Nebraska; Price, of Kansas; 
Harrison, of .Vinnesota; Butt,of West 
Virginia : Williams, of Tennessee ; Hirst, 
of Florida; Saunders, of Mississippi; 
Hershfield, of Montana ; Goodell, of Colo­ 
rado ; Br.itan, of the District of Columbia, 
and McKenzie, of Kentucky. The com­ 
mittee is composed of thirteen Democrats 
and thirteen Republicans. 
The salaries hxed are as follows : Presi­ 
dent. $12,000 a year; Secretary, $10,000; 
Director-General, $15,000. 
It is believed that George B. Davis, of 
Illinois, will be made Diiector-General. 
A resolution by Way of Georgia was 
adopted, providing that as soon as the £x- 
excutive Committee reports a choice for 
Director-General, it be in order for any 
member to nominate a candidate, and 
after the i omiuations are made balloting 
begin.

A novel teature in the platform arrange­ 
ment was the placing thereupon of three 
ballot-boxes placarded respectively "Attor­ 
ney-General, “Auditor” and "Secretary of 
State." There being no contest for the 
head of the ticket. Governor Brackett and 
Lieutenant-Governor Hall will be renom­ 
inated by acclamation.

The Garland ranges, which are displayed 
by L. L. Lewis & Co., are constantly inter­ 
esting housekeepers and others. 
at the park. 
Andy McDowell, one of the best judges 
and handler of horseflesh on the Ameri­ 
can turf, is now snugly quartered at Ag­ 
ricultura! Park, in charge of the famous 
Salsbarv Stables. The horses are a little 
out of fix just now, occasioned by their 
recent fatiguing trip from the East, but 
after a few days rest will be on deck again. 
Cricket, the great filly, astonished the na­ 
tives in the East this season, and accom­ 
plished more in the way of establishing 
the just claim of California to be the home 
of the trotter, than anv other horse ever 
sent from the Pacific coast. While away 
from home Cricket started thirteen times, 
and always against aged horses, with 
everything else combined to militaie 
against her chances of success, and won 
twelve of the races, and two heats in the 
thirteenth. She will start here to-day, 
but much is not expected of her as it is 
hardly possible that anything now on the 
track can make her go, since as is well- 
known she has a record of 2:10, and ex­ 
pert horsemen say that in their opinion 
she can go much faster; in fact, an 
authority on turf matters was heard 
to say 
that he would wager one 
thousand dollars that she could beat John­ 
son or any other flyer in the world. His 
opinion was predicated on the fact that she 
is as game an animal as has ever pulled a 
trace and never loses her head, which 
makes her such a formidable opponent in 
aDV company. Owing to Mr. McDowell's 
cool judgment and skillful handling, Mar­ 
garet S. landed the Horsemen’s stake, 
which was a rich prize this year. She is a 
verv speedy animal, and has a record of 
2:124 in her four-year-old form, and it 
would not be surprising to hear of her low­ 
ering it at any time. The best horse in the 
stable, however, is Direct, as fine a speci­ 
men of horseflesh as was ever seen, 
who trotted a mile as a fonr-year- 
old in 2:18i, but afterwards contracted 
a severe cold and is not at himself yet. but 
just as soon as he can be brought around 
you may expect a wonderful performance. 
This stable has been more fortunate than 
any other two stables leaving the coast this 
year, having won over $30,000 in prizes, 
and Mr. Saulsbury is to be congratulated 
upon being so fortunate as to secure and 
maintain the services of Andy McDowell, 
who has certainly been instrumental in 
bringing about such success, while, of 
course, admitting that what Monroe Sauls­ 
bury don’t know about a horse will never 
make any one wise. Ont at the Pleasanton 
Stock Farm, where these horses were 
raised, are several yearlings and sucklings 
highly bred, and when they start and fail 
to reach where the money is hung up, first, 
it will be the fault of the driver and not 
the horse, for if he will sit there and only 
pilot, the horse will certainly lead him to 
victory. 
A reporter of the R ecord-U niok yester­ 
day took a stroll among the various stables 
of horses now at Agricultural Park, with 
the purpose in view of ascertaining, as 
near as possible, the names of the exhibi­ 
tors, together with the number of horses 
now being quartered at the track. Findiug 
it impossible lo accomplish the desired ob­ 
ject, on account of some of the owners 
being absent, a few of the high grade stock 
will not be out of place to mention. 
Mr. 
F. W. Midgely, of Carbondale, has in his 
stable four beautiful Percherons that would 
attract attention in any gathering. Fir9t 
to be spoken of is a deep bay mare, called 
Mettle, which is the oldest of the lot—eight 
years. Next is a beautiful dapple gray 
filly, named Topsy, that is a perfect pic­ 
ture. She is four years old, neat and com­ 
pactly built, WPighiDg 1,800 pounds, by a 
thoroughbred Percheron stallion out of an 
imported mare. He also has twoyouDger 
colts named respectively Perch, three years 
old, and Mollie, one year old. Both these 
youngsters are by a thoroughbred Perch­ 
eron stallion; dam, an imported mare. 
Mollie, although only a yearline filly, is 
very promising, weighing 1,165 pounds, 
anti in appearance and shape is almost 
perfect. These horses are noted for their 
kindness and beauty, and, as an old horse­ 
man put it, you might travel for months 
and never find their equal. 
Mr. Midgely 
has other colts at his farm which are said
